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Elba Council Meeting Drags 


The Elba City Council held 
its first meeting of the month 
on Tuesday night of this week 
with all members present. Also 
present and taking part in the 
discussions were the members 
of the Junior City Council from 
Elba High Schooi, 

The council accepted bids 
on airport paving, signed a 
sewer planning grant request 
and voted to pay the bills. 
Aside from this, the meeting 
that lasted until near midnight, 
was promises to irate citizens 
and postponements, 

First order of business 
was to hear a report from 
the Recreation Director on his 
plans for summer recreation, 
basicly following the previous 
year’s plan, and with the city 
operating the pools rather than 
leasing them out for a percent- 
age. The council accepted the 
plan later in the meeting and 
also briefly discussed with Mrs 
Marsha Ooggs a proposed re- 
creation board and its duties 
Mrs. Oggs is among a group 


that has been meeting and 
planning such a board. She said 
the idea was for the board to 
only serve in an advisory cap- 
acity. Dunaway was asked his 
opinion and voiced disapproval 
of a board. He said at least 
one member of the group ‘‘is 
wanting me fired,’’ He also said 
he didn’t feel the board was 
needed. No action was taken 
on officially appointing such a 
board but indications are it 
will be done at the next meet- 
ing. 
Next was a group of citizens 
from Mulberry Heights who 
were complaining about drain- 
age problems. Ernest Ellison 
spoke on the matter first and 
said he had been to the council 
several times over the years 
and still nothing has been done. 
He said people had to leave 
their homes when heavy rains 
flooded their houses. He was 
told by Mayor Folsom that the 
city had just been turned down 
on request for a $500,000 fed- 
eral grant toimprove the drain-

age throughout the area. He 
added that if the city purchased 
the new machine to be bid on 
later in the meeting, they would 
begin immediately onthe drain- 
age.’ You are going to get 
some relief - federal money or 
no federal money," Folsom said. 

Ed Earl Marshall stood up 
and said he had been living here 
for 57 years. ‘I asked you 
about my drainage problem and 
you showed me a map of work 
around the Piggly Wiggly,’’ said 
Marshall. He continued, ‘‘When 
I told you I didn’t ask about 
that but about my drainage, you 
(Mayor Folsom) just walked 
out.’’ Marshall said sometimes 
you could fish out there in his 
garden and street and nobody 
has done anything yet. 


Hasten Blair, who lives on 
the Airport Road, complained 
about people not putting their 
garbage in cans as required by 
city ordinance. He citied 
families in his neighborhood 
who ‘‘just threw it out.’’ Mayor 


$43 Million Lawsuit Filed 


A lawsuit totaling $43.8 
million dollars has been filed 
in the state of New York by 
National Developers, Inc. of 
Elba, Alabama, according to 
a spokesman for the firm. 
The lawsuit, filed against 
Ciba-Geigy Corp. lasf week, 
alleged the Swiss company 
withheld badly needed natur- 
al gas this winter in New York 
and Ohio. 

According to a news re- 
lease in the Journal of Com- 
merce on March 30, the com- 
plaint, filed in the New York 
Supreme Court, alleged that 
Ciba-Geigy, which has U. S 
headquarters in Ardsley, 
N. Y., withheld natural gas 
that should have been deliy- 
ered to National Developers, 
Inc. of Elba, the chief plaint- 
iff. 

National Developers had 
planned to sell the gas to a 


subsidiary of Columbia Gas 
Systems, Inc., which wastry- 
ing to supply natural gas to 
Ohio and New York during the 
critical shortage last Febru- 
ary. 
“They were freezing des- 
perately and we had it togive, 
but Ciba screwed us up,’’ I, 
Walton Baden, anattorney for 
the New York Anhydrous Am- 
monia Corp., a co-plaintiff 
and subsidiary ofthe Alabama 
company is reported to have 
said. 

The $43.8 million suit is 
based on tripledamages from 
a lost potential profit of $14.6 
million. That figure was based 
on a potential profit of $4,000 
a day. 

According to the report, 
National Developers hada 10- 
year contract with Ciba, 
starting September 25, 1975, 
to supply natural gas for the

company’s proposed anhy- 
drous ammonia plant in 
McIntosh. 

The plant was not built, 
leaving the company with dis- 
posable gas, which Columbia 
wanted to buy for shipment 
north. 


The suit contends that 
National Developers tried to 
obtain the gas under its agree- 
ment with Ciba but was told 
by the pipeline company that 
overloads prevented delivery. 

National Developers al- 
leged in the suit that Ciba re- 
fused delivery seeking to 
make a profit elsewhere. 


The ELBA CLIPPER con- 
tacted Mr. Chris Blasi con- 
cerning the matter, and his 
comments were basically the 
Same as reported in the 
Journal. 


Folsom instructed Police Chief 
Johnston to see that the people 
got the proper containers for 
their garbage. 


Bids were opened on the ~ 


purchase of a front end loader 
either with or without a backhoe. 


Bids ranged from about $25,000 | 


to over $30,000 for various 
alternates of equipment. No 
decision was made. . * 

Bids were opened on the 
purchase of some recreation 
equipment. It is the same equip- 
ment bids were accepted for at 
the last meeting. After reading 
the bids in detail the council 
voted to buy the lowest bid. 
However, later after question- 
ing by Fred Smith, Jr., the 
council checked the minutes of 
the last meeting and asked why 
the equipment was not pur- 
chased as they had yoted it 
should be done. After receiving 
no answer, the council and 
mayor agreed to buy from the 
original bids, thus buying from 
McKean - Wilson in Dothan. 

The council followed the ad- 
vice of the Junior Council in 
accepting the bid of $295 for a 
new electric typewriter from 
Wise Office Supply. Also ac- 
cepted was the lone bid of 
Hooper McDonald for work at 
the Elba airport. The bid was 
for $20,046. Part of this will 
come from the state grant of 
$13,500 and the balance from 
the city airport fund collected 
from the sale of pulpwood on 
the airport property. 

The Junior Council reported 
a list of ten items they felt 
needed looking into. Included 
in these were: the drainage 
problems; city barns needing 
to .be cleaned-up - ‘‘look aw- 


dam; bad traffic light at Ad. 


. kinson and Newton; railroad 


crossings; Christmas lights 
need reworking; potholes in the 
roads; need for a civic auditor- 
ium; two new police cars and 
police to direct traffic in morn- 
ings and afternoons as cars 
leave the high school. 

The council then talked with 
engineer Henry Padgett. He 
mentioned availability of fed- 
eral funds for recreation, 
briefly discussed the drainage 
and the deadline for filing a 
required sewer planning grant 
application. Padgett is return- 
ing to Elba Thusday (today) 
to study a plan to get CETA 
workers and starta ditch clean- 
ing program. 

Dud English made a motion 
to change group insurance plans 
for employees, but the motion 
failed for lack of a second. 

The council discussed the 
need for repairs in the city 
library and postponed a vote 
rea a cost figure was submit- 

Also postponed was a deci- 
sion on allowing a police officer 
to accompany the band to Tus- 
caloosa and to Six Flags. 

The council voted to pay the 
monthly bills, totaling over 
$12,000 after questioning sev- 
eral items including the rental 
of equipment to repair streets 
caused when the downtown 
areas suffered 2] water leaks 
during'one weekend.

Her 
two year old son was injuried 
in the accident. Morris and a 
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passenger were also injuried’ 
in the other car. Morris was 
treated at the Elba hospital 
and later transfered toa Dothan 
hospital where he remains at 
press time. 

Whitworth’s report indicated 
that Morris was driving under 
the influence of alcohol and on 
the wrong side of the road. No 
charges had been filed in the 
case at press time.

KINSTON MAYOR - COUNCIL EXCHANGE INSULTS 


The Kinston City Counoil 
met on Tuesday, April 5, and 
following a heated discussion, 
battle lines were drawn be- 
tween Mayor Steve Hunko and 
several members of thé Coun- 
cil. The battle, which Hunko’ 
vowed to continue, centers 
around his proposed changes 
in the City’s Police Depart- 
ment. 

The meeting started quiet- 
ly, with all members of the 
council in attendance except 
Mickey Weeks. 

After adopting the minutes 
of the previous meeting, the 
Council tabled discussion on 
purchasing a buffer for City 
Hall. The clerk then passed 
out copies of the city’s bud- 
get for the next six months, 
and councilwoman Sara 
Bowden reported the city ‘‘is 
working within its budget.’’ 
After briefly discussing~ the 
budget, Mayor Hunko took the 
Fr and the fireworks start- 


“1 don’t know whether or 
not I’m a gootileader,’’ said 
Bunko, ‘‘and I know I don’t 
know everything about running 


a town. However, I do need the 
help of the council, and1 don’t 
need certain members of the 
council talking behind my back!’’ 

Hunko then told the council 
he had received many com- 
plaints about the Police Depart- 
ment, and proceeded to read 
the list. Complaints included: 
(1) minors driving without a 
license; (2) cars speeding on 
Highway 52; (3) illegal parking 
in downtown business district; 
(4) police car being seen out of 
county; (5) police car being seen 
at a beer joint; (6) curtains 
being drawn and lights out at 
Police Station during night 
shift; (7) beer seen being pub- 
licly consumed in town, and 
many other similar complaints. 

“The police should do their 
job.'’ stated Hunko. “They 
shouldn't have to be told what is 
legal and what isn’t.’’ 

Mayor Hunko read a letter 
from an irate citizen that re- 
ported the police are needed 
downtown. The letter stated 
that youngsters walk the 
streets with beer in their pos- 
session, and added the police 
had informed minors that they 


could drive without a license 
if they didn’t ‘‘show off.’’ 

“‘We will make a change in 
the Police Department tonight,’’ 
said Hunko. 

Gouncilwoman Bowden 
agreed the Police Department 
could be revised, but said, ‘‘We 
don’t need to make all the 
changes you (Hunko) have de- 
manded,’’ 

Hunko made a motion to 
turn control of the Police De- 
partment over to Councilman: 
Harold Rhodes, but it failed 
due to lack of a second. 

Councilman Dewey Adams, 
who is in charge of the Police 


‘Department, said, ‘‘I try todoa 


good job, but I have to step on 
too many toes. I want out!” 
Continuing, Adams told Mayor 
Hunko, ‘‘You’ve been after me 
since I’ve been coming here, 
but you aren’t going to get rid 
of me!’’

Mayor Hunko read the long 
list of complaints to Brooks, 
and when the complaint about 
the police allowing minors to 


drive was read, the Chief 
bolted out of his chair and said, 
‘That is a lie, and I want to 
know who said it. I'll get him 
down here and talk to him.’’ 

Chief Brooks asked Hunko 
why the citizens didn’t bring 
theirs complaints to the Police 
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Department, and the mayor re- 
plied, ‘‘Because they can talk 
to me.’"’ 

Chief Brooks then left the 
meeting, stating, ‘‘Since I’ve 
been working all day and nobody 
appreciates it, I’m going home 
for the night.”’ 

The council continued to dis- 
cuss individual complaints, and 
named citizens and the illegal 
things they did. At various 
times during the discussion, 
citizens were referred to as 
anything from ‘‘hairlips’’ on 
down! 

Hunko again stated, ‘‘I’m for 
changing department heads, and 
if necessary getting new police- 
men,’’ 

Martin said, ‘‘The Police 
Department is better now than 
it was, and if a change is made, 
you (Hunko) will be the one that 
does it.’’ 


Following several minutes 
of shouting between the mem- 
bers, Hunko hinted that certain 
council members had formed a 
group to go against anything he 
does. 

“Chief Brooks is going out 
of his way to do a good job,”’ 


said Mrs. Bowden, ‘‘and he 
works overtime without re- 
ceiving extra pay.’’ 

Councilman Harold Rhodes 
then spoke up for the first 
time in the meeting and said, 
‘‘What good does it do for 
Brooks to work overtime when 
he doesn’t do his job?’’ - 

Hunko again said, ‘‘Some- 
thing is going to be done to- 
night, changes are going to 
be made!’’ 

Martin turned to Hunko and 
retorted, ‘‘We (the council) will . 
tell ‘you’ what to do. You don’t 
tell us anything, we’ve never 
had any cooperation out of 
you. We'll decide whatisdone!”’ 

“You won't tell me what to 
do,’’ barked Hunko, ‘‘but your 
little group will outvote me 
anyway.’’ 

Hunko then told the council 
that ‘‘I want my salary. At 
first I was willing to serve 
for no pay, but if I’m going 
to get stabbed in the back, 
I want my salary. The law 


legally the members of the 
council should also get paid. 

‘*That’s your problem, not 
mine,’’ said Hunko. ‘I want 
my sSalary.’’ Hunko told the 
council that it had no need 
in being elected because they 
“don't care about the town.’’ 


Both sides remained vocat 
in their beliefs, and the mem- 
bers also made it clear how 
they felt about certain indi- 
viduals. 

Hunko finally came’out and 
stated bluntly that he is ‘‘ag- 
ainst the way the Police De- 
partment is being operated. The 
police should do their job with- 
out someone having to tell them 
what to do!’’

times either form of treatment 
may be used effectively, and 
often one is used in supplement 
to the other. 

In some cases, ‘radical’ 
or extensive surgery may be 
removal of all nialignant (can- 
cerous) tissue. Although such 
procedures are sometimes dis- 
figuring, highly developed tech- 
niques of reconstructive sur- 
gery can be used to rebuild 
or repair facial features or 
other affected areas. However, 
if a lesion (a diseased patch 
of skin) can be detected early 
enough, there is a much better 
chance for cure without such 
radical treatment. 

If reconstructive surgery 
is desired, individuals with or- 
al/ facial ‘defects who require 
highly skilled corrective treat- 
ment can be referred by their 
physician to the Maxillofacial 
Prosthetics Treatment Cancer 
at the University of Alabama 
in Birmingham, the first such 
specialized facility in this re- 
gion. 


EIGHT STEPS TO FIGHTING 
OROFACIAL CANCER 
THROUGH SELF-EXAMINA- 
TION 


A well-lit mirror, a guaze 
pad or handkerchief and well 
washed hands are all that is 
needed for an orofacial self- 
examination. 

1. Face: Visually inspect the 
Skin of the face, neck and lips 
for changes in color, lumps or 
sores. Note areas covered by 
eyeglasses. 

2, Outer cheeks: Feel the ex- 
ternal cheeks from cheek bone 
to ear to jaw line for possible 
lumps or tenderness. 

3. Neck: Feel neck from ear 
to ear and down to collar bone 
for lumps or tenderness. 

4. Roof of mouth: Tilt your 
head back and inspect the hard 
and soft palate (the front and 


back of the roof of your 
mouth) by looking in the 
mirror. 

5. Tongue: Look at the sur- 


faces of both the top and the 
underside. Extend the tongue 
all directions by grasping 
it Sith the gauze pad or hand- 
kerchief. 
6. Inner cheek: Use the in- 
dex finger to expose the in- 
side of each cheek and look for 


white, red or dark patches. 
7. Lips: Turn up the upper 
lip to check for possible 


patches, do the same for the, 


lower lip by gently pulling it 
downward. 

8. Floor of the mouth: Lift 
the tongue; look for abnormal 
lumps underneath, on the bot- 
tom of the mouth. 


Orofacial self-examination 
should be used as a supplement 
to your annual check-up by your 
physician and your six-month 
visit to your dentist. If you 
should see or feel any abnor- 
mality on your own, however, 
do not hesitate to cal! your 
physicain.

HE IS ALIVE 


The cornerstone of the 
Christian faith and of Christian 
doctrine is the bodily resurrec- 
tion of our Lord Jesus Christ 
It was a fundamental emphasis 
in apostolic testimony and 
preaching. The New Testament 
mentions His resurrection at 
least 104 times. His crucifix- 
ion loses its meaning without 
His resurrection. If He didnot 
arise, His death would only be 
the heroic death of a noble 
martyr, but with the resur- 
rection, His death is the atoning 
death of the Son of God. His 
literal bodily resurrection is 
not only the cornerstone — of 
Christian doctrine, but it is 
also ‘‘the Gibraltar’’ of 
Christian evidence, and ‘‘the 
Waterloo”’ of infidelity and rat- 
ionalism. The fact of His actual 
and literal resurrection from 
the dead cannot be denied by 
any man who will study the evi 
dence in the case with a candid 
desire to find the truth 

In writing to the church at 
Corinth, under the leadership 
of the Holy Spirit, Paul said in 
chapter 15, verse 12; 
how say some among you that 
there is no resurrection of the 
dead?"’ Note the general way 
in which they said it. They 
were not saying Christ did not 
rise, but by saying in ageneral 
way that there was no resurrec 
tion of the dead, they were de- 
nying His resurrection and 
their own ultimate resur- 
rection 

The philosophies of the 
pagans in Corinth were having 
their influence among God's 
people. What a shame! But 
do we not find the same thing 
in churches today? There in 
Corinth were three views held 
by the philosophers: Epicur- 
eanism, Stoicism, and Platon- 
ism. 

Blank materialism was the 
position of the Epicurean; he 
denied any existence beyond 
death. The position ofthe Stoic 
was that at death the soul was 
merged with Deity, and so the 
loss of personality. Then, there 
was Platonism which insisted 
upon the immortality of the 
soul, but absolutely denied the 
idea of bodily resurrection 
It is most likely that some of 
the members of the Corinthian 
church held the view of Platon- 
ism rather than that of Stoic- 
ism or Epicureanism. Hence 
Paul's question “How say 
some among you that there is 
no resurrection of the dead?’’ 

In chapter 15 of I Corinth- 
ians, Paul deals withthe proofs

of the Savior’s resurrection as 
he seeks to steer the saints 
clear of some of the here- 
Sies of the day. What is the 
proof of the resurrection of 
our Lord Jesus Christ? Three 
proofs are presented here in 
this precious chapter of God's 
Word Let us look first at 
the first two verses 

*‘Moreover, brethren, Ide- 

clare unto you the gospel which 
I preached unto you, whichalso 
ye have received, and wherein 
he stand; by which also ye are 
saved, if you keep in memory 
what I preched pnto you, unless 
ye have believed in vain.” 
I Corinthians 15:1-2. Thus, we 
see that the supreme proof of 
the resurrection is the exper- 
ience of those who heard the 
Gospel, received it, and lived 
by it. 

Paul had preached the Gos- 
pel and these who had received 
Christ (‘‘But as many as re- 
ceived Him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe 
on His Name.’ John 1:12) had 
the final and foremost proof 
of His resurrection,which is 
the living experience of the 
born-again Christian. He said: 
‘ye received . ve stand 
ye are saved.”’ 

So the fundamental proof of 
His bodily resurrection is not 
documentary or evidential, th- 
ough both of these exist, but it 
is the personal experience of 
the one who is truly saved 

One of my.professors in 
seminary used to say, ‘‘When 
I was a missionary in Brazil, 
some folk would ask if] thought 
Christ really arose and is 
alive.’’ He said he always re- 
plied: ‘‘Yes indeed, He has been 
working with me here on the 
mission field for 27 years!’’ 

Thank God, we know that He 
is alive; we have received Him 
and are saved!!!

A WELL-ROUNDED SENATOR 

Once a year | attend the 
National Religious Broadcast- 
ers convention in Washington, 
D.C., and this year I was in 
the capitol the week following 
the presidential inauguration. 

During some of the hours 
between conferences, I con- 
tacted some congressmen from 
my home area. One of them, 
Senator Wendell H. Ford, ar- 
ranged a tour of the capitol 
building, and I visited his office 
for about anhour. Senator Ford 
is a forme: governor. of Ken- 
tucky and at 51 has already 
had a political career envied 
by many 

He told me that he takes kis 
job seriously. ‘‘Il want to be 
a well-rounded senator,’’ he 
said, *‘so I read a lot. There 
are many matters coming to 
a vote, and in order to make 
an intelligent decision, I must 
have all the facts.”’ 

I was pleased to hear that 
from a man in Ford’s position. 
A senator reflects - or he 
should do so - the opinion oft 
the people he represents. I 
asked if he ever voted what he 
thought his constituents wanted 
even though he felt differently. 
“Sure 1 do. But about 9°% of 
the time the voice of the people 
at home is correct.”’ 

Ford grew up in a religious 
atmosphere, His father, the 
late Kentucky state senator, 
E. M. Ford, was active in his 
church. 1 should say in his 
churches. Ford said that he 
attended four part-time chur- 
ches as a child - they met 
once a month, the custom of 
many country churches then. 


In the 1930's the Clear 
Creek Baptist School was the 
campground for youngsters: 
fram all over the state. Ford 
attended a Royal Ambassadors 
camp in 1°36 and there were 
two experiences that stand out 
in his memory 

**Once | was walking across 
the swinging bridge onthe cam- 
pus at Clear Creek and I drop- 
ped my Bible into:the stream. 
I quickly retrieved it and used 
it for a long time. ‘‘I also 
wrote an essay on what the 
camp meant to me, and I won 
third place in the contest.’’ 

Ford works long and hard 
at his job. A normal working 
day is at least 12 hours, he 
Said, and he often takes work 
home with him. 

The senator arose to keep 
another appointment and as I 
was leaving, he shook hands 


with me and said, *‘Please pray 
for me."’ 

What a change we would see 
in our nation if all our elected 
officials made the same re- 
quest!

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CONTOUR FARMING 

All tillage rations should 
follow the contour as closely as 
possible. This is how I would 
suggest a farmer to work his 
land. Many farmers say the 
terraces are too crooked and 
wind up with too many short 
rows, so straight rows have 


become the popular method. 
Usually we would agree that 
the terraces are too crooked for 
four row equipment and rolling 
the terrace may be necessary; 
however, many farmers just 
start breaking, disking, and 
planting parallel to the fence

Farming is a thinking bus- 
iness--the farmer has to think 
of the variety of seed fertilizer, 
ratios, chemical herbicides, 
pesticides, and nematicides. 
Also when to spray, calibration, 
Span and many other areas, but 
when it comes to picking a row 
pattern you think you do not 
need to worry about that, but 
tuis has proven to be wrong 
in most cases. What happens 
with straight row farming? 


(1) Terraces are usually pulled 
uphill or downhill making it 
non-functional. 
(2) Holes are created in ter- 
races causing breaks and gully 
erosion. 
(3) After two or three years 
pockets of water form behind 
teracces killing crops and leav- 
ing boggy places in the field 
(4) Ends of terraces build up 
causing breaks along wood lines 
or waterways. 
(5) Erosion is greater where 
rows are up and down‘the hill 
Soil loss exceeds 12 tons per 
acre in most Coffee County 
fields. 
(6) Within five years new ter- 
races are needed. 
(7) Within thirty years no top- 
soil remains on fields. Subsoil 
causes substantial reduction in 
yields. 
(8) Ercsion takes fertilizer and 
chemicals down into the 
streams leaving the fertilizer 
demands the next year greater 
only to be washed away again. 
Erosion hurts us all but most 
of-all the farmer who is losing 
the valuable land on which he 
depends for his living. Plant 
your fields on the contour and 
see if you can not see the dif- 
ference when harvest time 
comes. If you need suggestions 
on farming terraced land con- 
tact your 'ocal Soil Conserva- 
tion office. A bulletin called 
‘Farming Terraced Land,’’ is 
available for your reading and 
study. If you will stop and think 
study. If you will stop and 


think about your row pattern, 
you can find a way to farm 
your land without washing it 
away. 


WILKERSON CREEK 
WATERSHED MEETING HELD 

A meeting of the Coffee 
County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District Supervisors 
and Coffee County Commis- 
sioners who are co-sponsors 
of the Wilkerson Creek Water- 
shed was held last Thursday 
night, March 24, at the New 
Brockton Farm Center. The 
major item of business was 
‘Responsibilities of the Spon- 
sors’’ of this project. 

The Wilkerson Creek 
Watershed is a multi-million 
dollar conservation program to 
accelerate gully stabilization, 
terracing, critical area stab- 
ilization, and roadbank stab- 
ilization in a 23,400 acre area 
below Enterprise down to the 
Choctawhatchee River. Since 
this is a major agricultural 
area in Coffee County an all 
out effort by the landowners 
will be needed to protect their 
land against gross erosion 
losses. This gives them (the 
landowners) an opportunity to 
receive Federal Assistance in 
constructing these conservation 
practices. 

Ken Cookson, Assistant State 
Conservationist in charge of 
water resources, was the 
Speaker. He was explaining the 
cost-sharing rates and the re- 
sponsibilities of the sponsors 
and landowners in the water- 
shed, All major gullies would 
be corrected at NO cost to 
the landowner. Area directly 
above the gully would be ter- 
raced also at NO cost. Other 
land stabilization practices 
would receive 175-25 cost- 
shares. Critical areas wouldbe 
treated at this 75-25 rate. The 
landowners would of course 
have the final say on whether 
they wated to participate.

Peanut Growers 
Should Stick To Basics

Peanut growers in Coffee 
County who stick to basics are 
always among the top 25% ofthe 
growers in yields. There are 
very few shortcuts in producing 
3,000 to 4,000 pounds o peanuts 
per acre. 

Unfortunately, many grow- 
ers have a misunderstanding 
of soil fertility. For example, 
we have many growers who fail 
to lime properly. Then at the 
last minute they come in and 
use basic slag to correct the 
soil pH and to supply certain 
nutrients. Basic slag is a good 
material for raising the pH 
and supplying the calcium to 
peanuts. However, when you 
consider that a ton of basic 
slag is only about 55-60% as 
effective in raising pH as a ton 
of lime is, you get into a cost 
factor. However, sometimes on 
late rented land if the lime can- 
not be mixed thoroughly withthe 
soil, the basic slag may be the 
best route to go. It is an in- 
dividual decision to be made 
based on circumstances, and 
each farm nd fieldis different. 

Now for some basics about 
lime: Lime supplies both cal- 
cium and magnesium. These 
elements have nothing todo with 
changing soil pH, but we need 
them as a plant nutrient. Lime 
also does the following: (1) Lime 
will lower the amount of alum- 
inum in the soil solution. This 
will cut down on aluminum 
toxicity. (2) Lime will improve 
soil environment so that seed- 
ling diseases are less dam- 
aging. (3) Lime supplies cal- 
cium to the pegging zone of 
peanuts whichis an added bonus. 

Recently, I have had calls 
on suspended lime materials. 
The Alabama Experiment Sta- 
tion has run numerous tests on 
suspended lime. They verified 
that the agricultural lime that 
is available to us that meets 
Alabama state lime law speci- 
fications will give maximum 
responses. There is no advan- 
tage to grinding limestone any 
finer than that we are already 
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required to do. 

Five hundred pounds of lim- 
ing material in a suspended 
solution should give us as good 
a response as any other 500 
pounds of liming material that 
meets requirements. If sus- 
pended lime is used, I would 
make certain that whatever 
amount of lime is used meets 
the requirements of regular 
agricultural limestone. Check 
the price, also. Why pay extra 
money to get calcium and mag- 
nesium into the soil or to get 
the pH raised? 

Quite a few of our Coffee 
County fariners sometimes use 
basic slag in place of ground 
agricultural limestone. Basic 
slag contains very few minor 
elements in large enough quan- 
tities to do any good. Slag con- 
tains a little boron, but it is 
not up to the recommended am- 
ount. Boron can be applied in 
the fertilizer or as a spray at 
a minimum cost. Basic slag 
contains some manganese, but 
all of our soils are high in 
this. It also contains some 
iron. In many ways slag is an 
excellent material to use on 
peanuts. However, the cost in 
relationship to other materials 
that will be just as effective 
or more effective must be taken 
into consideration. 

A number of Coffee County 
farmers are going to use 
a new treatment for beggar- 
weed that is being recommend- 
ed for the first time. The mat- 
erials Amiben at 1 gallon per 
acre broadcast plus Premerge 
at 2 quarts per acre broadcast 
should give good control of 
beggarweed. Beggarweed is a 
problem throughout all of the 
Wiregrass area and Alabama 
and has been difficult to con- 
trol. These two materials used 
together at cracking time give 
us a new weapon in this battle. 
I look for a lot of it to be used 
this time. Amiben cannot be 
used in a repeated treatment. 
It is a one time only treatment 


at cracking time. Of course,’ 


Premerge or Dinitro are re- 
commended for repeated appli- 
cations. 

The key thing to remember 
is beggarweed control, and in 
fact in all weed and grass con- 
torl, is to apply the materials 
when the plants are young. If 
you see those weeds coming 
through, don’t wait and hope 
that they will die. Get every- 
thing ready and put on an ap- 
plication at cracking time or 
while the peanuts are still 
small. 

More good materials for 
weed and grass control are 
available this year than ever 
before. Some battles are being 
won in weed control, and it 
should add up to extra profits 


‘for peanut growers.

WEED CONTROL IN CORN 

This may be the year when 
a lot of weed and grass control 
is carried out in corn product- 
ion, Coffee County farmers are 
more enthusiastic about corn 
than usual. One of our weak- 
nesses is weed control. For 
years I have visited in the east, 
midwest and other areas and 
those farmers carry out an ex- 
cellent weed and grass contro} 
program, If we ever move 
above the 40-50 bushel aver- 
age, we will need to do this 
also. Of course, our yields 
are determined by rainfall. 
However, a clear field could 
easilty yield 10-15 bushels extra 
even with limited rainfall if 
weeds and grasses are con- 
trolled. 

We have excellent poste- 
mergence materials like 
Aatrex. Aatrex can be broad- 
cast over the top of corn. This 
Should be done before the weeds 
are 1-1 1/2 inches high. Corn 
has excellent tolerance to Aa- 
trex. Aatrex should be applied 
to corn before it gets 12 inches 
tall. Other materials are Blad- 
ex and 2,4-D. 2,4-D, which 
comes under various trade 
hames, can be broadcast dir- 
ectly over the top of corn when 
it is 4-10 inches tall and the 
weeds are small. After corn is 
more than 10 inches tall, apply 
the 2,4-D material with a 
dropped nozzle to direct spray 
at the base of the plants. 


FARM MANAGEMENT 

Mr. John Brunson, former 
president and chairman of the 
Board of Elba Exchange Bank, 
told me several years ago the 
importance of farmers keeping 
a record. He said, ‘‘Tom, what 
kind of business would we have 
here at the Elba Exchange 
Bank if we didn’t keep any re- 
cords. I don't see how a farmer 
‘can make it without keeping a, 
record of where he stands.” 

A record is especially val- 
uable when a man is antici- 
pating borrowing money each 
year to carry out his crop 
and livestock enterprises. It 
helps the individual farmer to 
know his profits or losses. A 
record also helps a banker make 
his decision on the loan. 

We have an excellent farm 
record book which is free for 
the asking. It is inot> an elab- 
orate record book that will re- 
quire hours of time, but it is 
a practical record book which 
has been used for years and 
vears. If you would like to have 
a copy of this, come by the 
office or write. us. Asa rule, 
many of our farmers may be 
weaker on record keeping than 
any one phase of farming. 


NEW CONTROLS 

Never have Coffee County 
farmers had a better opportun- 
ity to control weeds and grasses 
in peanuts. Excellent materials 
are available to put out before 
planting at cracking time and 
several weeks after peanuts 
come up. 

Beggarweeds are one of 
our worse problems. Anewre- 


commendation this time which 
includes Amiben plus Premerge 
at cracking time should give 
excellent control of beggar- 
weeds. Amiben can only be 
used one time. However, Pre- 
merge or Dinitro can be used 
two more times after crack- 
ing time to control beg- 
garweeds. The important thing 
is to get these weeds when 
they are young!! 


SAFETY 

Farmers and other home- 
owners, too, are using a lot 
of insecticides, weed killers, 
and chemicals of all types. 
Folks who leave these contain- 
ers lying around the shed, ar- 
ound the yard and buildings are 
making a mistake. You never 
can tell when a child might 
be attracted to some of these 
containers. Some of them come 
in attractive colors, and they 
might be tempted to taste them 


-or drink from them. This could 


be extremely dangerous. In 
fact, for some of the materials 
used there is no antidote. For 
example, Paraquat which is be- 
ing used on corn this year has 
no antidote. If you get some of 
it,there is just no way to turn 
it around. Bs 

Take an hour or’ two off 
sometime just as quickly as 
you finish with these contain- 
ers and make a trip to the 
landfill or otherwise destroy 
them or get them out of the 
way. Did you know that just 
by following this precaution 
you could save the life of a 
young person? Isn’t being extra 
cautious the right way to go in 
this when you consider the con- 
sequences?

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News And Comments On Agriculture In Alabama 
By J. Paul Till 


For years, cartoonists 
and moviemakers portrayed 
the farmer as a_bib-over- 
alled, straw-hatted character 
who spoke in monosyllables 
and came to town once a 
week to spend his govern- 
ment check, carrying with 
him the unmistakable aroma 
of the barnyard, He almost 
always had a weary, weather- 
beaten wife and a bunch of 
assorted-sized kids, includ- 
ing a sexy older daughter at- 
tractive to traveling sales- 
men. 

This characterization, 
plus the haunting dust bowl 
refugee pictures of the 1930s, 
seemed permanently im- 
printed in the minds of the 
urban population, In the city- 
dweller’s vocabulary, “poor” 
was often associated with 
“farmer,” and “dumb farm- 
er’’ was a frequently-used 
put-down on the play- 
grounds. It was a public 
image that persisted long 
after the farmer changed 
from overalls to business 
suit, and agriculture became 
a profession rather than an 
inherited way of life from 
which young people dreamed 
of escaping. 

The public’s misconcep- 
tion of farmers could proba- 
bly have been corrected much 
sooner if the agricultural in- 
dustry had worked ag- 
gressively to alter it. But

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some farmers, grown ac- 
customed to high government 
price supports, were reluc- 
tant to give up their “poor 
farmer” label. Others were 
concerned that the public 
would draw a new charac- 
terization of “‘rich land 
barons” if they withdrew 
from their old mold too 
quickly. For the most part, 
however, farmers—built 
from rugged, independent, 
self-reliant stock—just 
didn’t “give a hoot’ what 
others thought of them. 

These various farmers 
attitudes have changed 
abruptly in the last decade. 
Freed from the outmoded 
government programs to 
compete in a growing world 
market, farmers geared up 
for all-out production with 
profit as their motivation. 
Young farmers returned 
home after college, anxious 

‘to invest their scientific and 
technical knowledge in the 
family farm. 

This new crop of farm- 
ers had no hang-ups about 
aggressively pursuing the 
“good life.’’ They believed 
they were entitled to a dig- 
nified living in return for 
their efforts and invest- 
ments. They were farmers by 
choice—not just by inheri- 
tance—but they were also 
well-equipped for alterna- 
tives if they could not realize 
a good living in agriculture. 

Farmers of today are 
businessmen. They don’t 
want handouts. But they 
don't expect to work for 
nothing either. They, like 
other entrepreneurs, can 
continue to operate only if 
they make a reasonable 
profit. If they are allowed to 
make that profit, then 
America can look forward to 
plentiful food supplies in the 
future.

Switched Wills 

William and Alice, husband 
and wife, drew up separate. wills, 
each giving everything to the 
other. But by mistake, he signed 
hers and she signed his. 


The switch was not discovered 
until after, William's death sev- 
eral years later. Undismayed, 
Alice went to court seeking pro- 
bate of the document which her 
husband had unwittingly signed. 

“Of course the language would 
have to be ghanged to make 
sense,” she conceded, “But that’s 
the only way to straighten out this 
mixup,” 

However, the court ruled it had 
no power to “create” a will on 
behalf of the dead man. 

“I regret the blunder,” said the 
judge, “but I cannot repair it.” 

Most courts agree that a will 
with such a basic error is no will 
at all. On the other hand, lesser 
errors may not be fatal. 

In another case, a man’s will 
was challenged by his two sisters 
on the ground that he had left 
them nothing. 

“He was acting under a misap- 


prehension,” they said in court. 


“He mistakenly thought that we 
both hated him. In fact, we loved 
him dearly.” 

But the court decided to let the 
will stand as written, regardless 
of the brother's “misapprehen- 
sion.” The court said it did not 
want to second-guess the de- 
ceased, since it could not get his 
side of the story. 

Of course any mistake, if ex- 
treme enough, could be considered 
evidence of testamentary inca- 
pacity. One man was convinced 
that his property was worth about 
$4,000,000. Actually it was worth 
only about $10,000. 

A court held after his death 
that the will he had made could 
not be approved: The court said 
his delusion was so far from re- 
ality that he was mentally unfit to
